THE PRISONER OF 
GALWAY,

ERE is a picture of Grace O'Malley 


from a contemporary, the sole sur- 
vivor of a crew whose vessel was captured 
by Grace and her merry men, 

“Do not kill him, pray do not drown 
him,’ said a treble penetrating voice high 
above the harsh booming clatter of many 
men; ‘he is only a child, and I will deal 
with him.’

STORM AND STRESS. 


Ten years after this episode the sur- 
vivor—a Macdonald of Scotland—who 
enlisted in her service, describes her as 
tall in stature, with the walk and ways of 
a queen, and altogether most comely and 
commanding. A lady to be obeyed, he 
adds, yet one who made obedience both 
pleasant and profitable. With all ‘her 
martial, masculine traits we are told that 
very occasionally she would harangue her 
men stormily and betray all the caprice 
and unreason of her sex. 

Those were no soft days of dalliance in 
the Ireland in which she played her part ; 
rather were they times wine-red with the 
blcod of men. Ireland had been in a state 
of smothered warfare for many centuries, 
and the O’Malleys, who lorded it over 
Connaught for times immemorial, had to 
retreat to the islands of Arran and to 
Clare Island many miles farther north. 
Here they enjoyed comparative immunity 
from invasion, and here also they main- 
tained a trinity of warships which raked 
the waters from the Shannon to Clew Bay 
in pursuit: of sea-borne plunder: In 


addition to taking toll of nearly all: 


shippirng—and Ireland's trade with the 
Continent in those times was very con- 
siderable—from their island fastnesses 
they warred with such hostile tiibes as 
the O’Flahertys, Burkes and O’Connors. 
Fishermen even from English and 
Scottish ports willingly paid toll in the 
form of fish, but wine, corn, and silk- 
laden merchant ships were always fair 
prey to these raptorial galleons, of which 
Grace commanded one. 


TRIBUTE. 


In a piratical foray in the estuary of 
fhe Shannon Owen O'Malley was 
mortally wounded, and Grace succeeded 
her father in the chieftainship. She had 
now to reckon with England. Up till 
the reign of Elizabeth the tithe deeds 
of native chieftains to their lands was the 
sword, but henceforth they were com- 
pelled by the vagaries of war and the 
invader’s growing grip to sue for the 
leases of their castles and far-flung 
estates through the Queen’s Deputy. 
Grace O’Malley was summoned to Galway 
to submit to the English Governor, who 
had billeted himself on Mayor Stephen 
Lynch. Galway was then at the very 
apex of its greatness, second only ii 
Dublin as a port and in population, and 
claiming to be superior to Limerick in 
both respects. Grace, however, was 
detained, despite a promise of safe con- 
‘duct, and Sabina Lynch, the mayor’s 
daughter, was deputed to act as her 
hostess—and wardress. The fair captive 
was told that,-since her father never paid 
tribute, she should now part with 1,000 
cattle and 100 horses by way of arrears— 
or the equivalent in gold and silver—and 
one-fourth of that amount yearly in 
future. She cleverly temporised and 
would have been liberated by an admir- 
ing Governor, but many powerful 
merchants called for a life sentence 
owing to her ruthless war on their 
merchant ships. 


A LESSON IN MANNERS. 


One incident will serve to show both 
the reckless impetuosity of the times and 
the stark, relentless character of those in 
power. While passing out of Galway to 
join his ship after he had been allowed 
aceess to the mayor, one of Grace 
O’Malley’s captains—the afore-mentioned 
Macdonald—was rudely pushed off the 
path by one of the wealthy young bloods 
of the citv. ‘‘ Your manners, sir, stand 
in need of either mending or ending,” 
said the injured one. ‘‘Who are you, 
pray, to lecture a blue-blooded gentleman 
of Galway, you vile, piratical-scum of the 
séa?’’ retorted Michael Martit 
-Both men drew their singing swords, 
two flashes of living fire in the westering 
sin, and Martin, a scion of a wealthy 
fP uly, was worsted. Then the Deputy 

iself appeared and swore, in the 

een’s name, that he would tolerate no 
rawling in the streets by either prince 
or peasant, kerne or gallowglass. He 
called bystanders and learned who was 
the actual aggressor. A passing cart was 
healed uo, and Martin was instantly 
hanged fiom it, despite his wealth and 
influence. 

A few days later Mayor Lynch held 
a great bamyuet and ball in honour of 
Governor Malby. Grace O'Malley and 
Sabina Les wh were excellent 
dancers, vied W.th each other for posses- 
sion of the Governor, and many native 
and Spanish. measures were danced. 
Some of these were rather trials of 

durance than exhibitions of skill, and 
in these Grace O'Malley beat “her ‘rival 
and female jailer. After tiring four 
partners in succession she pretended to 
faint and was conveyed out of doors, 
where some of her own soldiers effected 
her.escape. Sabina Lynch was the first 
to raise the alarm, but the prized 
captive had gained her ship, actually 
dancing her way out of Galway. Her only 
regret was that she could not bring Miss 
Lynch back with her to repay her with in- 
terest for her Argus-eyed espionage. 


TWO PROUD WOMEN. 


Some years afterwards, when the 
Queen’s writ ran more freely in Connaught, 
Grace O'Malley made her peace with Eng- 
land. This period—about 1590—marked 
the end of the Brehon laws and tribalism, 
and the beginning of feudalism in Ireland. 

By this time the fame or notoriety of 
this dare-devil chieftainess had spread 
abroad, and she was invited to the Court 
of Queen Elizabeth, to sate the curiosity 
that her exploits on land and sea had 
excited. At the dance given in the Palace 
it was noted that every time Grace used a 
silk handkerchief she flung it in the fire 
or on the floor. Her Majesty, who had a 

redilection for the princess, as they both 

ad some qualities in common, rallied her 
on her costly capers. ‘‘ That which you 
English desire to put in your pockets we 
Irish prefer to throw away,’’ was the reply. 
Such was this woman who has won for her- 
self an unique niche in the sgeroll of 
history.

In 
certain areas, he says, at least one-third 
of the population are inveterate drug- 
takers, while as many more are concerned 
in the trade. The greatest difficulty that 
Cairo’s police chief has had to contend 
with is the ‘‘snowball”’ difficulty—the 
system by which drug addicts are supplied 
free with drugs as long as they introduce 
new clients to various dens in town and 
countrv These traffickers make 
immense profit;. for a kilogramme of 
certain types of drug which can be bought 
for £25 at a European port on the 
Mediterranean advances in price to over 
£200 when it’ has been smuggled into 
Egypt, and eventually, in the hands of 
the retailer, it realises, when sold in 
fhinute quantities to craving customers, a 
cum of not less than £3,000. Gradually, 
however, the traffic is being stamped out. 
A fluent Arabic speaker, Russell Pasha 
himself goes unarmed into the lowest dens 
of the city, where his fearlessness and 
courave has won for him the respect of 
every evil-doer and criminally-minded 
ualad. 


Old Belfast.

Nowadays the Belfast man’s well-known 
enterprise welcomes all the latest and 
most up-to-date machinery and business 
methods. But over a hundred years ago 
Belfast workmen were so much opposed to 
the installation of new machinery in that 
rising city’s factories that on more than 
one occasion they created as much trouble 
as workmen in England did in the 
eighteenth century period of great inven- 
tions and machine-wrecking which Ernst 
Toller has used as a theme for one of his 
dramas. When a Scotsman named James 
Duncan went to Belfast, to erect the first 
steam .looms put up there the workers 
actually mobbed him out of the city in 
their violent objection to machines which 
they feared would throw them out of 
employment. ‘With all the Scotsman’s 
doggedness, Duncan persevered, and in 
the end succeeded in putting up the 
looms. Shortly after the Anglo-American 
war of 1812 Duncan and his wife emi- 
grated to Canada, but he died at sea and 
was buried on an island in the Gulf of 
St. Lawrence, There are still descendants 
of his in the Dominion.

well-known people, including Mrs. Delany, 
who mentions the house and family freyuently 
in her writings. 

The remains of the Castle consist _ 
square tower two storeys in height, with a 
stair turret and a small annexe. 

A long winding path brings one past many 
an interesting spot; the Sarsfield Monument, 
edifice mounted on tortoises, 
on one side two figures in wind blown 
drapery, on the second a youth leaning 
against a pillar; the third side has no figure 
or inscription. There is an anclent oratory 
and well. of which mention is made in Mrs. 
Delany’s memoirs. Beyond the waterfall, 
up a grassy slope, nestles the quaint little 
cottage associated with the great Sarsfield’s 
naine. It is a thatched cottage surrounded 
bv tall trees: round it cluster large clumps 
long fronds nearly reach 
as high sas the rustic framework of the 
latticed windows. At the back a green- 
house runs the: length of the building and 
looks out on a smooth stretch of grass from 
which rises a steep bank which was once a 
rockery: on it now a tangle of wild flowers 
struggle for supremacy with the remains ol 
flowering shrubs. i 

In that sheltered nook, hemmed in with 
towering beeches and oaks, peace reigns 
supreme. If it had ever been refuge for that 
stormy spirit, Patrick Sarsfield, his history 
might have been different, but it appears to 
have been built about the same date as the 
preesnt large dwelling-house.

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Contrasting Pictures of 


From OUR SpPgEerAL CORRESPONDENT. 


BELFAST, ~nenree 
This. is the story of two pictures. They 
were both painted last Friday night, one 
in London and the other in Belfast, and 
they differ very much in texture and 
colour. Speaking’ at the ig, given 
by the Ulster Association in London to 
the members of the Cabinet of Northern 
Ireland, Lord Craigavon was optimistic 
in his comments regarding the prosperity 
of the Six Counties. He sketched what 
had been done by the Government in im- 
proving the educational system, the build- 
ing of schools and bridges, as well as 
dwellings for the working classes, and de- 
clared that Ulster had paid its way, and 
that its peopfé were not the spoiled 
children of Great Britain. 

“ We are proud,” said the Premier, 
“ that to-day we have a settled community 
in Ulster, living, perhaps, more happily 
together than at any time I can remember 
since I was a child.” The state of affairs 
thus presented is, indeed, a pleasant one, 
and suggests progress in industry and the 
foundation of an Irish Utopia north of the 
Border. 

The second picture does not possess such 
a happy atmosphere. Last Friday the 
Belfast Gazette contained an order issued 
by the Minister of Home Affairs prohibit- 
ing “ the holding of a meeting at McArt’s 
Fort, or within a radius of five miles from 
the Fort, on Sunday, 29th inst.’’ The 
shade of Wolfe Tone, who used to wander 
over the grassy slopes of Cavehill, must 
still be troubling the authorities. A 
similar order was issued earlier in the 
month for another meeting, but the 
Nationalists disclaim all knowledge of the 
one or the other, although, of course, they 
may not be in the confidence of the Re- 
publicans. 


THE DARKEST COLOURS. 


The darkest colours in the picture, how- 
ever, were painted by the Rev. T. M. 
Johnstone, Convener of the General <As- 
sembly’s Committee on Temperance. 
While the politicians were paying 
tributes in London, Mr. Johnstone was 
telling the people in the Bloomfield area 
of Belfast that ‘‘ Northern Ireland is 
going down, so far as industry is con- 
cerned, as fast as the banks think it 
diplomatic to let it do so, and a working 
spinning mill will soon be as rare as a 
dinosaur.’’ 

Mr. Johnstone went on to say that 
‘factories which once whirred like a 
Mercedes super-charger are now little 
more than a museum, where spindles and 
shuttles stand shrouded in the silken gar- 
ment of silence.’’ Moreover, according 
to Mr. Johnstone, the Government of 
Northern Ireland is evidently determined 
that it should remain so; for, he says, 
““ having no solution of their own, like all 
incapables they resent anyone and every- 
one who has.” 

Members of Lord Craigavon’s Cabinet, 
added the speaker, were found hurrying 
to England that they might give their vote 
in favour of Mr. Baldwin’s policy, which 
included a referendum on suggested food 
taxes, but they refused to permit a similar 
experunent with regard to the liquor 
traffic of Ulster. 


MUSICAL CULTURE. 


Although Belfast has improved con- 
siderably in musical culture within recent 
years, it has still a long way to travel 
before it can claim equality with impor- 
tant centres of art. It will be recalled 
that in several departments at the recent 
Belfast musical competitions, particularly 
in. the pianoforte and violin sections, 
entrants from the South virtually “ swept 
the boards,’’ causing a good deal of com- 
ment from local critics. | 

It was pointed out that’ Dublin had 
many advantages, with its Academy of 
Music and long line of distinguished pro- 
fessors, including the brillant pianist 
and composer, Signor Esposito, and the 
distinguished violinist, Mr. Arthur 
Darley, to name only a couple that come 
first to mind. 

Grand opera companies visiting Belfast 
do not receive the measure of support 
that they obtain elsewhere, and managers 
complain of the poor financial results in 
the booking office. Even the Philhar- 
monic Society, one of the finest musical 
combinations in the British Isles, educa- 
tional in its aims and producing the finest 
compositions, does not obtain that mate- 
rial assistance to which it is entitled. At 
the annual meeting of the Society to-day, 
a loss of £24 odd over the last season’s 
working was recorded, There are 276 
performing members, together with 325 
subscribers, and it was pointed out that 
there were about 300 vacant seats at the 
concerts in the Ulster Hall. 

Perhaps, the fact that the concerts are 
broadcast might account for some of the 
empty chairs. Whatever the cause, it is 
to be hoped that there will be an improve- 
ment next season, when two works by 
Elgar, “The Apostles’’ and “ The 
Dream of Gerontius’’ are to be per- 
formed, 


SCIENCE IN AGRICULTURE.

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DR. HARDEN AND THE 
LAMBETH CONFERENCE. 


Addressing the members of the Synod of 
the United Diocese of Killala and Achonry in 
Ballina yesterday, the Right Rev. Dr. J. Mason 
Harden said that during the year, as he was 
requested, he brought before the diocese the 
needs of Belfast. In that city, and in the 
surrounding dioceses, more than half the 
Church of Ireland members were contained. 
It was felt by many in the South of Ireland 
that it would be a practical way of showing 
the unity of the Church of Ireland if the 
dioceses in the South and West should come 
to the aid of one of the great parishes in 
Belfast. Trinity College, Dublin, had for 
many vears past maintained a ~--ission in 
North Belfast. In East Belfast there was 
the great parish of Ballvmacarrett, with 
its 18,000 Church people, all poor and many 
of them in the ranks of the unemployed. 
This was the parish which was suggested as 
most in need of help. 

Referring to the Lambeth Conference, which 
will begin this week by a meeting of the 
bishops at Canterbury, he said the conference 
was of outstanding interest this year The 
present conference was certainly not the 
least important of the series, if for no other 
reason than that the question of reunion— 
perhaps the most important question before 
it—had, since the last conference met, in 
1920, passed from the stage of academic dis- 
cussion to the place of practical politics. Jn 
various parts of the mission field, notably in 
Southern India and Persia, definite proposals 
ior the union of Anglican with non-Anglican 
bodi>s had been put forth. The whole Indian 
Church was waiting for the verdict of 
Lambeth before final approval or disapproval 
of the proposals from Sorth India. Even 
those outside the Anglican communion 
were watching the issue of the 
conference with the deepest interest 
The task of the bishops was not so much to 
bring about a union as to prevent a schism. 
Would the conference find a way out? . Let 
them pray that it mav.

ihe Government has decided to ask the 
House of Commons to reject the House of 
Lords’ amendment in regard to the spreading 
over of: mimers’ hours.

THE QUESTION OF EXTENSION. 


We have received a letter from the Irish 
Commercial Press, Limited, in which the 
Secretary of that company, having drawn 
attention to the question of Government 
contracts, states that in November last year 
his company made an inquiry regarding the 
date of expiry of the then existing contract 
for the placing of Government advertisements 
in newspapers and periodicals. The writer 
states that this letter brought a reply from 
the Controller of the Stationery Office 
advising his firm that the contract would 
expire on the 30th June, 1930, and that 
“tenders for a new contract would be 
invited some weeks before that date.” 

Subsequently, as no such advertisement 
appeared in the Press, the writer says, he 
made application for the usual tender forms, 
and in reply to his request was informed 
that “the existine contract had been 
extended for a further period of one year, 
commencing, July 1st, 190.” A further com- 
munication, our correspondent adds, informed 
him that the extension had been decided upon 
‘after consideration of the circumstances by 
a standing committee appointed for such 
purposes.” 

Our correspondent, in conclusion, suggests 
that as the question of Government contracts 
involves the spending of the tax-payers’ 
money, and the maintainance of public 
confidence in the administration, a more lucid 
explanation than the term “ consideration of 
circumstances’ is essential.

DECISION IN BELFAST CASE. 


A decision of considerable interest to trade 
unionists was given by Mr. Justice Wilson in 
the Chancery Court, Belfast, yesterday. The 
case arose out of an application by David 
M‘Cord, Mount Royal, Bloomfield. The de- 
fendant was Thomas Sprout, general secretary 
of the. society. 

The \uestion to be determined was whether 
the plaintiff, a member of the Amalgamated 
Society of Lithographic Printers, who had 
attained the age of 60. years, was entitled to 
superannuation benefit, Spee ores Fry 
h@ was general managér ot Messrs.’ Little. 
M‘Clean, Ltd., Belfast, who, among other 
things, carried on the business of lithographic 
printers. 

Plaintiff had joined the society in 1883,sand 
had remained a member since that date, and 
paid all his subscriptions: The plaintiff was 
not now working at his’trade. : . 

In the course of his judgment, Mr. Justice 
Wilson said the position of manager in this 
case was not a trade or celling connected 
with the seciety. The manager of a litho- 
giaphic business need never have been a 
working Jithographer at all, but the question 
arose in the case because a man who had been 
working at the trade became a manager. He 
thought it had been admitted that if this 
man was entitled under the rules to claim 
benefit the society would consider ‘his claim. 
He held that the plaintiff was entitled to 
superannuation subject to the rules of the 
society and the having of funds properly 
applicable out of which to pay. 


TRIAL BY JURY. 


TO THE EDITOR OF TUE TRISH TIMES. 

Srr.—Some time has now elapsed since 
the attention of the British public was centred 
on the controversy on the abolition of the 
jury system. May I, however, as a looker- 
on, indicate to you an inevitable factor aris- 
ing out of our modern civilisation which 
would appear to justify a re-consideration of 

A type 
of civil action that claims the greatest 
amount of litigation in England and Ireland 
is that of proceedings for recovery of 
damages for personal injuries, sustained by 
the negligence of-the defendant or defendants 
in some road catastrophe, such as a collision 
between two vehicles, or a private motor car 
or omnibus knocking down and severely in- 
capacitating some pedestrian 
are tried before a judge and jury, aid the 
verdict of the latter can be, and is frequently, 
subjected to a confirmation or reversion in a 
Court of Appeal. 

It is, however, rcoted in the public mind 
that the greatest cause of mortality and 
serious injuries sustained by the pedestrian 
is the carelessness of drivers of motor cars 
and omnibuses, and the attitude of a common 
jury is vitiated with this public bias. I 
entertain no doubt that these vehicles are 
accountable for manv casualties, but what | 
desire to indicate is the unbalanced tendency 
of juries to disregard entirely, in these civil 
actions, certain facts which in the ordimary 
course of events would remove the onus of 
negligence from the driver of the vehicle to 
the injured party. In other words, the 
prevalent attitude of a jury in such an action 
Is wholly opposed to the sane consideration 
of the evidence in favour of the vehicle- 
owner. This, I repeat, is owing to the fact 
that jurymen’s minds are filled with pre- 
conceived . notions of such matters gleaned 
from rumour, Press and other mediums be- 
fore entering Court. I have had an exten- 
sive practice in several countries, and | can 
affirm that juries have frequently listened to 
the evidence submitted by counsel for both 
sides in such an action, and they have then 
retired, sympathetically impressed with the 
injured condition of the vlaintiff, to assess 
the damages to be awarded him, but ignor- 
ing wholly the question of negligence—so 
confident are they, one and all, that the 
driver of the vehicle must be to blame. ‘This 
is not justice, and an appeal to a higher court 
is an evitable sequel to such a verdict. 
Matters are not so pronounced in Ireland as 
in England, where the defendants in actions 
of the kind referred to are obliged to con- 
sent to desperate settlements at the last 
moment rather than risk the hearing of the 
action. 

It is only recently that I have had the 
opportunity of observing the trend of Irish 
litigation outside criminal practice, but it 
would appear to me that this biassed atti- 
tude is similarly imbedded in the juries here. 
In England there has been an endeavour on 
the part of the judge, or judges, to counter- 
act this tendency by emphasising im their 
charge to the jury the need for equal and 
balanced consideration of the evidence on its 
own merits, apart from the misfortune of the 
plaintiff, which is only a moral item in the 
case, and may all the time be due to his own 
carelessness, I do not suggest in this letter 
any remedy. If the pu fic appreciate the 
situation as being prejudicial to justice, and 
recognise also that at all times jaries must 
contain a certain percentage of vehicle 
owners, it is all the more desirable that this 
susceptibility on the part of juries to mere 
‘‘impressions’’ at the sight of an injured 
man in the witness box should not be allowed 
to stand in the way of the equal distribution 
of justice. 

There is one other point. [If it is disclosed 
in the course of such proceedings that the 
defendant, or defendauts, are insured, the 
jury seem (from my experience) automatically 
to form a careless view of the case. They 
consider the matter as that of “a poor man 
against a rich corporation,’’ and the money 
coming therefrom is therefore considered by 
the jury to be “free spree’ (te borrow an 
American phrase). These facts can be 
attested by any barrister or solicitor with an 
extensive practice, and, thongh it is im- 
probable that the situation will justify 
arbitration in the next ten years or so, its 
reconsideration is, nevertheless, all the more 
expedient, and. no doubt, a satisfactory 
legislation could be devised to meet the 
matter without submitting to arbitration.—

TWENTY KILLED AND

MANCEUVRES IN THE BAY.

After Sixteen Years. 


Yesterday morning the French flag was 
hauled ‘down from ‘the’ citadel at Mainz, 
and in the afternoon General Guillaumat, 
the officer commanding the Army of the 
Rhine, entrained for Paris. Thus, after 
more than eleven years, the Allied 
occupation of the Rhineland has come to 
an end. To-day Western Germany is free 
of foreign troops. The Rhenish Provinces 
have been restored to the Fatherland, and 
President Hindenburg, who consistently 
refused to visit the Rhineland during the 
occupation, will make a tour of the area 
towards the end of the present month. 
With the possible exception of a handful 
of French. irreconcilables, nobody will 
regret: the withdrawal of the occupying 
troops five years before the date that was 
stipulated in the Treaty of Versailles. 
When Germany became a member of the 
League of Nations, and was elected to a 
permanent seat on the Council, the need 
of occupation ceased; for the Allies 
admitted her to her old place among 
the peoples, and any limitation of her 
complete sovereignty became illogical. 
Germany once more is a free nation among 
her peers, and, subject to the restrictions 
of the Versailles Treaty, she is at liberty 
to work out her destiny in her own way. 
She has sacrificed a certain amount of 
territory ; she has incurred a colossal debt, 
but she has rid herself of the incubus of 
militarism. Alone among the nations of 
Europe to-day, Germany is undisturbed 
by thoughts of armaments. Her army is 
limited to 100,000 men; she has no air 
force, and her navy is negligible. 

Looking back on the events of the last 
sixteen years, the thoughtful European 
will find much food for reflection. Millions 
of young men of all nations died on the 
battlefields during the greatest war in the 
history of the world. Fourteen years ago 
to-day the Sth Ulster Division won 
undying fame on the Somme, and fifty 
thousand Irishmen gave their lives for an 
ideal. What has been done sinée the 
Arntistice to promote that ideal? The 
expressed object of the war was the 
achievement of permanent peace, but 
the condition of Europe to-day does 
not suggest that much progress has 
been made in this direction. Only 
last week M. Tardieu announced 
that very large sums were about to 
be spent in the perfection of French 
defences, and the attitude of the French 
delegates at the Naval Conference has 
indicated clearly that there is little 
thought of peace in the mind of the 
Republic’s Government, 
are the nations of the Little 
Entente.. Yugo-Slavia’s Foreign Office is 
a mere succursale of the Quai d’Orsay. 
Poland, with a huge army, is acting 
virtually under French orders, while 
Czecho-Slovakia also has a military estab- 
lishment which, in time of need, would be 
at the disposal of the French General 
Staff. The French bloc on the Continent 
controls a a military machine greater than 
anything of its kind that previously has 
existed. “Peace is discussed academically 
at the League of Nations, but the General 
‘Staffs are hard at work, and their trade 
is the trade of war.

Broadcast Programmes, 


The novelty of wireless broadcasting 
has worn thin after five years, and, 
financially, its services stand or fall. by 
the value which they offer to the public. 
Hence the number of licences issued by 
a broadcasting service is a fair test of the 
quality of its programmes. The report of 
the British Broadcasting Corporation has 
a moral for the Free State authorities ; 
for, to all appearances, the year 1929 has 
brought continuous prosperity to Savoy 
Hill. We may disregard as immaterial 
to a comparison the fact that its publica- 
tions have become increasingly popular, 
and that 881 ‘'S.0.S.’’ messages have 
been transmitted. It is more pertinent 
to notice that 328,344 more new licences 
were taken out during 1929 than during 
1928, and that at present the United: 
Kingdom numbers 2,956,736 holders of 
licences—approximately one in every 
fifteen of the population. In 1929 the 
Free State issued 26,000 licences, which 
kepresent a proportion of one to every 
114 of her people. without 
doubt, contribute to this extraordinary 
difference.

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An Air Route to Canada. 


While the successful flight of the 
Southern Cross from Portmarnock to New 
York has shown again what can be accom- 
plished by the ingenuity and courage of 
man, a direct airway to the North 
American continent is not likely to become 
a fact for many years. Yet a possible 
route exists in which no more than three 
hundred miles of sea need be crossed at 
any one stretch. Owing to the misleading 
influence of Mercator’s Projection, few 
people are aware that a straight line 
from Edinburgh to Winnipeg crosses the 
middle of Greenland. Moreover, approxi- 
mately on this line lie the Faroe Islands 
and Iceland. Thus the voyage of the 
Quest, the late Sir Ernest Shackleton’s 
old ship, which will sail on Friday with 
the members of the British Arctic Air 
Route Expedition, to explore the possibili- 
ties of an airway to Canada, will be big 
with promise. According to an article in 
The Times by Mr, H. G. Watkins, the 
leader of the expedition, the Quest will 
not go further than Greenland, where 
foundations will be laid for flights ‘‘ West- 
over-sea ” to the east coast of that 
hitherto inhospitable country. While the 
establishment of the airway from the west 
coast of Greenland to Canada will fall 
within the scope of the Canadian 
Government, the best method by which 
an aeroplane can cross Greenland’s 
ice-cap from coast to coast will be 
found by the British Expedition. The 
intention is that the traveller shall 
fly from London to Caithness, where he 
will be transferred to a seaplane which 
will take him direct to Thorshaven, in the

Unlike their British rivals, German 
industries have little reason to complain 
of apathy on the part of their Govern- 
ment, A determined effort is being made 
to secure for the collieries of the Father- 
land immunity in “ contested’ markets 
from British and Polish competition. In 
pursuance of this object, therefore, the 
German railway administration has made 
a further reduction in ‘its preferential 
rates for the freightage. of export coal. 
The reduction will vary between two and 
five shillings a ton, and will come into 
force from to-day. The collieries of the 
Ruhr, Upper and Lower Silesia, and all 
the lignite - producing areas will be 
affected, but the new advantages, as we 
understand, will apply only to such 
exports as are in excess of the average 
of recent years. Generally, this assistance 
by railways is welcomed in the German 
Press. Even the Frankfurter Zeitung, 
which is hostile to the measure, is forced 
to admit that its effect in Scandinavian 
markets will be very great. Whether 
ior not German collieries will derive all 
the benefits that are hoped from this new 
assistance, there san be little doubt that 
British collieries will suffer. During the 
War consumers throughout’ Europe dis- 
covered that lower grades of coal, prto- 
curable nearer their factories, were 
adequate for their purpose. Thus the 
markets for the “ Admiralty specifica- 
tions ” of South Wales were reduced to no 
smal! extent, and the situation has not 
been improved for Britain by the sad 
inability of employers, employed and the 
Government to unite upon the develop- 
ment of a constructive policy. It seems 
that Germany has learned more from 
defeat than Britain has learned from 
victory.

TO MEET IN SOUTH 


AFRICA IN 1935.

. The delegates to the fourth Imperial Press 
Conference met for their concluding business 
session at Grosvenor House, London, W., 
yesterday. 

Mr. Percival Marshall, on behalf of the 
Periodical Trade Press and the Weekly 
Newspaper Proprietors’ Association, discussed 
the questions of import duties on British 
periodicals, and tariffs on printed advertising 
matter entering the Dominions. 

The reason for the taxation of periodicals 
imported into Canada, he said, was a desire 
to check the importation of certain un- 
desirable fiction magazines, which, however, 
did not come from Great Britain. 

It was also felt that a flood of American 
magazines brought a volume of American 
advertising not compatible with the interests 
of Carfadian manufacturers. 

At present only a few British fiction and 
fashion magazines were affected in Canada, 
but publishers were nervous of the inclusion 
of other publications in the schedule. No 
duty was at present imposed in Australia, 
but certain taxes were being asked for by 
some Australian printers. 

Industrial efficiency and progress must be 
international, and the imposition of restric- 
tions on trade and technical papers must 
place the industries of a country at a very 
serious disadvantage. The broad principle of 
unrestricted circulation of Empire publications 
within the Empire was one which should be 
strongly upheld. 

BRITISH BOOKS FAVOURED. 

Mr. H. T. Hunter (Canada) said that there 
was no tax in his country on newspapers and 
general and business magazines, but only on 
certain publications classed as books. There 
was a tax on printed matter, and this, he 
thought, would probably be increased. 

The general sentiment in Canada is very 
favourable for the importation of British 

eriodicals. If British publishers will pub- | 
fish magazines which have a definite. appeal 
to Canada they will find a very big field 
there. 

A South Africn delegate, who. supported 
the principle of the free circulation of techni- 
cal papers, said that on one occasion 
during a period of something approaching 
civil war it was necessary for a South Afri- 
can town to build a twenty eight pound gun.

ionnNe MUNICIPAL AFFAIRS. 

Anges out of the recent abolition of 
Boards of Guardians, Mr. Valentine Knapp 
moved: ‘‘ That this Conference reaffirms the 
principle of admission of the Press to the 
meetings of representative bodies administer- 
ing public funds, and declares that adequate 
opportunities should be afforded for the re- 
porting of their proceedings.” 

The resolution was seconded by Mr. Cault 
MacGowan (Trinidad). 

Sir Robert Donald, supporting, said that 
there was a real danger of vast municipal 
undertakings. drifting into the hands of 
officials. We seemed to be reaching the 
stage of secret administration. In Edin- 
burgh, for instance, Corporation committees 
had been reduced in number to four, with a 
few sub-committees. The Press were not 
admitted to their meetings, and all the 
putlic got was just what the City Council 
chose to give them at its monthly meetings. 

The resolution was carried. 

NEXT MEETING IN SOUTH AFRICA. 

An invitation to hold the next meeting in 
South Africa in 1935 was accepted. 

A vote of thanks to the Chairman, Major 
J. J. Astor, M.P., was carried: on the 
motion of Lieutenant-Colonel J. H. Woods, 
Canada, seconded by Sir Robert Donald. 

It may well be, said Major Astor, respond.

KELP. 


IODINE FACTORY FOR 
GALWAY. 
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As a result of the scheme which has 
been put into operation by the Depart- 
ment of Lands and Fisheries, I find 
(writes the Irish Times Agricultural 
Correspondent) that in the Donegal area, 
from Finad, right round the coast, 
the kelp industry has received a consider- 
able impetus. What formerly fetched from 
£1 10/- to £3 10/- per ton now is being 
bought by agents of the Department of 
Lands and Fisheries at prices ranging from 
£35 10/- to £9 10/- per ton on actual 
analytical tests. This very substantial 
advance in their income is much appre- 
ciated by kelpers. For industrial purposes 
the value of kelp is well known, and, now 
that an effort is being made to place the 
industry on a sound basis, kelpers feel 


. that they have hitherto been exploited for 


the benefit of foreigners. 

Kelp from the Donegal coast will, I 
understand, be shipped to Galway city, 
where an iodine factory is being estab- 
lished. The total output of Irish kelp 
will be assimilated by this enterprise. 

With reference to reports that Roscul

A REGRETTABLE INCIDENT. 
From REU1ER 8 CORRESPONDENT, 
COLOGNE, Monday. 
The departure of General Guillaumat, 
his staff and the last remaining troops 
from Mainz this afternoon was accom- 
panied by a somewhat unfortunate inci- 
dent. An immense crowd of Germans 
had gathered at the station, and, when 
the special train began to move, numbers 
of them boohed, whistled and shouted. 
The insulting noises were heard by the 
occupants of the train, but they made no 
audible response. Only the. soldiers 
looked out of the windows with laughing 
faces until the train was out of sight. 
This is virtually the only demonstra- 
tion of ill-féeling that has occurred while 
the evacuation has been in progress. 
Certainly this morning the crowds broke 
into wild cheering when the tricolour 
flying over the French headquarters was 
struck, but that was a demonstration that 
could be understood. Throughout, the 
behaviour of the people in the late 
occupied zone has been correct, and they 
exercised a restraint which is highly com- 
mendable., 


PRAISE FOR FRENCH ARMY, 
From REUTER’s CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Monday. 

General Guillaumat, Commander-in- 
Chief of the Army of Occupation, who left 
Mainz this morning with M. Tirard, 
President of the Inter-Allied Rhineland 
Commission, made the following statement 
to a correspondent of the Instransi- 
qeant :— 

‘The French Army is leaving the 
Rhineland with the quiet consciousness 
that springs from duty accomplished to 
the end. It has the right to be proud 
that this duty has been accomplished in 
twelve years instead of the expected 
fifteen years, since the Government of the 
Republic has judged it so. During the 
operations of departure, as during all the 
period of our mission, there is not one of 
our soldiers who has not felt the grandeur 
of the patriotic work to which he has had 
the honour to contribute.” 


CELEBRATIONS IN 


BERLIN, 


ROYAL SALUTE OUTSIDE 
EX-KAISER’S PALACE, 


From Revter’s CoRRESPONDENT. 


Berlin is accepting the final evacuatior 
of the Rhineland calmly and _ philo- 
sophically. The Berlin newspapers have 
lengthy comments upon the evacuation in 
accordance with their political views, and 
some of the super-Nationalist organs pro- 
fess to see no reason why Germany should 
be thankful because the French troops 
have left German soil five years before 
their time. 

The mentality prevailing in certain 
circles may be gauged from a remark 
made in the Reichstag by a Nationalist 
deputy, that ‘‘ the buaid which the 
French have engendered among the Rhine- 
landers may be a very valuable political 
factor ; but, as a matter of fact, all 
accounts from the Rhineland agree that 
the French troops have left very little 
bitterness behind them among the. in- 
habitants. 

“THE RHINELAND BABIES.” 

Under the heading ‘‘ What they left 
behind,” some of the papers print from 
the Rhineland birth statistics of the so- 
called ‘‘occupation babies,” totalling 
5,840, of which 1,850 had American 
fathers, 989 British, 767 French, 199 
Belgian, 15 coloured, and 20 ‘‘ unknown.” 

To celebrate the final release of German 
territory a military tattoo is being held 
in the Berlin Stadium to-night, and the 
Republican Reichbanner Association is 
holding a mass demonstration. 

In the Reichstag Herr Loebe delivered 
an oration to the assembled Ministers and 
deputies, emphasising the importance in 
history of the date, June 30th, 1930, and 
eulogising Dr. Stresemann. 

The House listened standing, .with the 
exception of the Communists and 
National-Socialist deputies, who were con- 
spicuous by their absence.

The Pandit Motilal Nehru has nominated 
Mr. Vallabhai Patel, brother of the former 
Speaker of the Legislative Assembly, and 
one of Mr. Gandhi’s chief lieutenants, 
who was arrested on the eve of the civil 
disobedience campaign, and has just 
finished serving a sentence of three months’ 
imprisonment, to siacceed him as President 
of the All-India Congress.

SIKHS AND THE SIMON 
REPORT, 


DEPUTATION’S COMPLAINTS 
TO VICEROY., 


From ReEvrer’s CoRR#SPONDENT. 
SIMLA, Monday. 

The Viceroy to-day received an in- 
fluential Sikh deputation, headed by the 
Maharaja of Patiala, and consisting of 
sixty Sikh noblemen and retired military 
officers. The deputation urged Sikh 
political rights, and declared their opposi- 
tion to any community in the Punjab 
being placed in a position of domination. 

The deputation specially enlarged on 
the subject of wounded Sikh feeling over 
the shooting that took place in the rioting 
near the historic Sisganj Guardwara in 
Delhi on May 6th. The deputation, while 
assuring His Excellency that Sikhs would 
stand for law and order, urged him to 
work out some plan for peace. 

The Viceroy, in replying, reaffirmed the 
Victoria proclamation assuring the 
sanctity of places of worship, and said 
that the Government would condemn in 
the future, as in the past, any action 
which might give genuine offence to fe- 
ligious sentiment, but this. assurance was 
gualified by the consideration that placés 
of worship should not, by any action in 
public, detract from or sully their sacred 
character. 

The Gurdwara, added Lord Irwin, was 
used on May 6th by ill-disposed persons 
to attack from) the flank a party of police 
who were proceeding, at great risk to 
themselves to rescue their comrades. The 
firing was inevitable ; otherwise the senior 
Police Superintendent and party would 
have been murdered. The officers were 
not punished, because none was proved 
guilty of misconduct, and, in spite of the 

hief Commissioner’s invitation, no com- 
plaint was filed against any individual 
officer’s action. 

The Viceroy finally announced, as a 
token of good-will, a grant of 25,000 rupees 
to the Sisganj Gurdwara, to be expended 
on the shrine at the discretion of the Com- 
mittee of Gurdwara. 


GRAVE DISAPPOINTMENT. 

The deputation in their address made 

the following reference to the Simon Re- 
port: ‘‘ We cannot conceal the disappoint- 
ment which swept the country at the 
ublication of the Simon Report, particu- 
arly at the absence of any indication as 
to the future status of our country in the 
Empire in keeping with the declaration 
which ¥our Excellency made on behalf of 
His Majesty’s Government. The hopes 
raised by the first volume of the Simon 
Report, recognising the special position of 
our community and the services rendered 
by it to imperial defence, have been 
shattered by recommendations ex ressing 
the pious hope that the distinction between 
voting. strength and representation will 
disappear with the lowering of the 
franchise. 
“We beg leave to point out that any 
distinction, qualifications: or additional 
test of fitness in the matter of the fran- 
chise will be FHEAR unacceptable to 
our community. e pray Your Excel- 
lency may be pleased to consider our 
special position and provide adeguate 
representation in the Provincial and 
Central Legislatures and Provincial and 
Imperial Cabinets of State.’’

SHAMROCK V. SCORES 
FINE WIN. 


Sir Thomas Lipton’s Shamrock V. scored 
@ fine win, with King Alfonso on board, at 
the Clyde Fortnight at Hunter's Quay 
yesterday. The conditions were delightful, 
with long spells of bright sunshine, and 
there was a light sith wind which 
admirably suited the green boat. The 
course was again 364 miles, but owing to 
the light conditions the race was stopped 
at the end of the round when the 25 miles 
had been sailed. 

The competitors in the race for yachts 
over 21 metres were Sir Thomas Lipton’s 
Shamrock V., Lord Camrose’s Cambria, Mr. 
A. A. Paton’s Lulworth, and Lord Waring’s 
White Heather, and, as usual, Cambria 
received an allowance of 84 secs. per mile 
from the others. In the jockeying before 
the start, Lulworth, on the wrong tack, 
forced White Heather to bear way, the 
infringement later causing Mr. Paton’s large 
cutter to retire from the contest. All four 
yachts crossed at gunfire almost in a line, 
the order from windward being—Cambria, 
White Heather, Lulworth, and Shamrock. 
Cambria and White Heather just beat the 
gun. They were recalled, and in restarting 
lost two minutes. Shamrock and White 
Heather, in a light southerly breeze, covered 
the long stretch to the Largs mark in three 
boards, but Cambria had to take a 
hitch near the mark, where Shamrock 
led White Heather by 4 minutes 23 
seconds, and Cambria by 6 minutes 40 
seconds.
